GAS RATE INCREASE AGAIN BEFORE 


COUNCIL 


Last night there was presented to the City 


Council an ordinance providing for an increase in the 
price of gas." For sometime, the Gas Company has 
had advertisements running in the public press pre- 
senting their arguments calculated to get the people 
in a frame of mind for this very proposition. • Four j 
years ago, the Gas Company, by means of refusing j 
to extend the mains of the city into Pasadena allot-1 
ment. and by frightening the citizens into the belief | 
that if there wab not a vote for an increase in the' 
price of gas. they would have no gas, and by affect- 
ing the pressure of the gas in Elyria, itself, they in- 
duced the City Council to not only stand for the in- j 
crease, but to attach an emergency clause to the or-1 
dinance M> as to prevent the people themselves from | 
voting on the question of whether they wanted the j 
ordinance to prevail or not. 


It is quite an interesting fact that since that 


time there has been no serious diminution in the flow 
of gas. There has been no serious complaint in the 
city. Everything has gone merrily along. The ordi- 
nance that was passed was a strange one, indeed, pro- 
viding that the more gas you used the more you paid 
for it. The consequence has been that the gas com- 
pany has received fully as much money for their 
product and they have not had to sell as much of their 
product to the City of Elyria. and probably this has 
been true in other cities as well. 


The Gas Company is in a peculiarly advantage- 


ous position. It is one company, whereas the munic- 
ipalities which it serves are many. The municipali- 
ties are divided. They have no working agreement 
and no unity of action and through a process of 
manipulating one against the other and by causing 
fear in the minds of the people, and the council, rep- 
resenting the city, they have been able to force this 
increase. However, the cities of "Western Pennsylva- 
nia and Eastern Ohio have finally become awakened 
upon the matter and have formed an organization to 
protect themselves as far as they may be able, 
Against any injustice that may come from this 
jaonopolistic power, and the playing of one city off 
Against another as practically bidders for what is al- 
leged to be a decreasing gas amount. 


The Gas Company is proceeding with the same 


lactics that it used several years ago. While its fran- 
tliise obligates it to extend the mains to those who 
demand it in the crh*? under certain limitations, it is 
* 
i 
practically refusing to extend the service now and; 
proposes to refuse to do so until the Council has acted 
upon its proposed rate increase. Four years ago, it 
did this and forced those interested in the Pasadena 
allotment to join with the Gas Company for the in- 
crease in order that they might obtain their exten- 
sion. The facts should be brought out clearly. There 
are many things which the people should kuow and 
all of the facts should be presented. And while a 
great many of them are practically only within the 
knowledge of the Gas Company, many of them are I 
not, and in any case whatever action is taken should 
be taken with all the facts obtainable, before the 
Council and before the citizens of Elvria. 
V 


"We have made sufficient investigation already

toward a better or stronger or higher level, as progress is now under- 
stood.

"This 'progress,' " he wrote, "is merely a modern idea, wnicn 


is to say, a false idea. The European of today, in his essential 
worth, falls fat below the European of the Renaissance; the process 
of evolution does not necessarily mean elevation, enhancement and 
strengthening." 


It is tr,ue, he conceded, it succeeds in isolated and individual 


cases in various parts of the earth and under most widely differ- 
ent cultures, and in these cases a higher type certainly manifests 
intself ; 'something, which, compared to mankind in the mass, appears 
to hka as a sort of superman. •
